Invaders Advance Retarded by Swelling of Meuse by Heavy Rains—President Poincare

Brussels, Aug. 8.—The war office has issued an official statement saying that 125,000 
Germans participated in the assault on the forts at Liege, but that they completely failed to 
make any impression on the forts. Three army corps engaged in the attack were cut and 
rendered useless, it is declared. i 

“For many days,” reads a statement, “‘our little army by tenacity and courage ren- 
dered highly valuable service to the French army, which for some days under forced march 


has been hurrying to our assistance and now occupies a considerable portion of our territory. 
“Hundreds of German prisoners have been captured. These are chiefly cavalrymen. 


The spirit of the German soldiers lacks enthusiasm. They appear to be fighting lethargi- 


cally while their officers endeavor to pass themselves off as Frenchmen.” 


London, Aug. 8.—A news despatch from Brussels states that heavy rains are swelling 


ihe Meuse and its tributaries, and so retarding the German advance. 
President Poincare of France has telegraphed King Albert complimenting him on the 
bravery displayed by the Belgian troops in the battles with the Germans at Liege.

Against Overwhelining Odds 
Plucky Defenders of Liege 
Repulse Invaders, 


GERMANS MOWED DOWN BY 
HUNDREDS NEAR TRENCHES 


Kaiser's Forces Retire After 
Repeated Attempts to Rush 


the City, 

London, Aug. 8—When the history 
of the present \big Muropean war is 
written it 1s certain that the heroic 
Belgians, who are holding the fort- 
resses at Liege against overwhelming 
odds, will hoid a proud place for their 


brillant bravery and resourcefulness, 
Number{ng only about twenty. thou. 
sand, against a repeatedly augmented 
German force that on Wednesday was 
estimated at cighty thousand, it was 
never expected that they would be 
able to offer any serious resistance, 
and yet they have already stemmed the 
furious German onslaught for three 
precious days, and may be able to hold 
out until the British and French 
armies, which are hastening to their 
assistance, reach the scene of the ter- 
rible conflict. The valor of the Bel- 
gians has been of so noteworthy a 
character that King Albert, in a special 
order to the army, highly commends 
the bravery %f the defenders, and says 
it will live for ever in the history of 
the nation. 

Though Liege ts defended by forts 
thirty years old, many modern devices 
were empioyed by the skilful Belgian 
commanders. Barbed wire and mines, 
together with artillery,. strengthened 
the field between the forts. The Ger- 
mans, failing to determine accurately 
the position of these field works, were 
cut down wholesale when they at- 
tempted to pass between the forts. 

Some of the wounded Belgians, eye 
witnesses of the fighting, say they 
saw Germans mowed down by_ hun- 
dreds in front of the trenches and en- 
tanglements by the gun and rifle fire 
of the Belgians, but they were re- 
placed by others who crawled forward 
like weasels. In certain places in the 
fighting zone the ground was covered 
with dead the burial of which, it was 
sald, would take at least a week. At 
the Belgian ministry of war it was 
stated that the Germans admitted 
their casualties as 25,000, 

The correspondent of the Daily 
News at Brussels sends the following 
despatch: “All the forts surrounding 
Liege are intact.” 

A Central news despatch from 
Brussels today says !t is officlally an- 
nounced that the Germans have fe- 
treated from Liege after two days of 
the most severe fighting, in which the 
German losses were enormous. The 
retreat, It is understood, was carried 
out in the wildest disorder. All re- 
ports agree that the German Infantry 
advanced in masses, holding an abso- 
lutely close order.

“To fill up the tunnel at Nasproue, 
Belgians derailed a lecomotive, then 
sent two others chasing Into it. Tho 
destruction by Relgian engineers of 
the village of Boncelles, near Liege, 
stirred everyone with emotion, Tho 
soldiers put tar on all the woodwork 
and set fire to the church, presbytery 
and two large villas, and a hundred 
dwellings burst into flames. Boy 
scouts have been seen in the firing 
line.” 

The German bombardment of Liege 
was 80 severe that it necessitated the 
departure of the population. ‘Tho 
Germans, the correspondent says, re- 
tired because they were exhausted by 
the attacks which they had made 
for two days, and were in danger of 
being wiped eut by the fire of tho 
Belgian forts. Many Belgian officers 
were killed. One cannot exoggerate, 
the correspondent adds, the  herolsin 
of the Belgians or the skill of General 
Lehman, governor and commandant of 
Liege. 

On Wednesday night the German 
7th army corps made a tremendous 
assault with the aid of search lights, 
but the Belgians, by a daring counter 
attack from the heights of Wandre, 
a village four miles northeast of

The prisoners were 
treated with consideration, and on the 
way to Brussels were supplied at the 
stations with beer and bread. The ex- 
citement in Brussels since tho arrival 
of the wounded has increased if such 
jis possible. There is much optimism, 
however, concerning the military situ- 
ation. The events before Liege are 
considered as merely the ralsing of 
the curtain, and it is thought Bel- 
glum may once more be the country 
where destinies of Europe will be de- 
cided. 

Trains filled with wounded and fu- 
gitive non-combatants arrived hero 
this morning from Liege and neigh- 
boring towns. The military trains 
with prisoners on board were sent 
from Liege to Antwerp. The Belgian 
troops appeared to be in the best of 
spirits when the train left Liege. They 
declared that if there had not been ten 
Germans to one Belgian, not one Ger- 
man would have got through their 
lines. Though in good spirits, the Bel- 
gians were partly exhausted, having 
fought for fifty hours without rest.

GOOD OMENS FROM = 
(THE CENSORED DISPATCHES 

The scarcity of definite and authentic war news from the 
scene of hostilities, owing to the censorship, while it is very 
trying at this juncture when the world awaits in tense nervous- 
ness for something to indicate the probable outcome, is never- 
theless, what was to have been expected at least in the com- 
mencement of hostilities and must be borne by Canadians with 
what patience they are capable of until the plans of campaign 
have been sufficiently developed that their disclosure is not 
likely to be injurious to Britain’s chances. In drawing the 
veil of silence the British government is following the ex- 
pedient course, as the knowledge of their plans in the hands of 
the enemy or of the whereabouts of the British fleet might 
prove disastrous. This war, it must be recognized, is a real 
war, a struggle for the empire’s existence in which Great 
Britain cannot afford to take any unnecessary chances. 

But about the news which has so far come out, making 
due allowance for the fact that its origination is exclusively 
from friendly sources, there is a hopeful ring which cannot 
but impress the belief that Germany’s much-advertised pre- 
paredness for the struggle has been over-estimated. The 
little Belgians, not heretofore counted as a factor in a con- 
tinental controversy, have succeeded in holding the German 
advance guard while the French form and the British make 
arrangements to land troops and should they succeed in hold- 
ing out a few days longer the Germans will find themselves 
in the position not of being the aggressor delivering the crush- 
ing blow to France, but of being forced into a position of being 
on the defensive against an advance by the combined armies 
of Great Britain, France, Belgium and Holland into their own 
territory, 

In the meantime, the British admiralty has given out 
the significant announcement that the North Sea is open to 
commercial traffic again. This announcement, while it does 
not divulge the whereabouts of the British fleet, at least makes 
it plain that the German fleet is not in the North Sea, unless 
at the bottom, a circumstance which indicates that the Ger- 
mans have so far lost in the sea fighting. The ultimate des- 
truction of the German fleet and the capture or destruction of 
the entire German mercantile marine seems almost a certainty. 
The story of the battle, when it is eventually given-out, will 
probably show that the German navy has already been 
decisively defeated, 

Over the German and Russian operations a complete lid 
seems to have been placed, except for the fact that there is 


marching on Warsaw, ravaging the country as they go. The 
Russians, however, have a system of war all of their own in 
which they win by retreating and drawing the enemy into 
their own country, depending upon the distances and the 
winter to frustrate the invaders’ plans and decimate — their 
forces. This may be the strategy of the present Russian 
operations, 

In the whole situation there is this much that is clear, that 
Great Britain has no misgivings about the results. The dis- 
count rate has:come back to five per cent., banks have re- 
opened and with the war only just commencing business con- 
ditions have assumed an appearance of being astonishingly 
calm and close to normal. Than this there could be no better 
omen, 


THE SADDEST FEATURE 
OF THE CRUEL WAR 

Dispatches showing the terrible loss of life in the first 
engagements at Liege cannot but bring home to the senses 
some realization of the horror of this awful war. In this 
western country, where populations are sparse, where life is 
counted by no means cheap, where even a single homicide 
brings a thrill, the spectacle of thousands of lives being snuffed 
out, thousands of human bodies rent and torn by shot and 
Shell, is too terrible even for contemplation. 

But even this is not the most heartrending feature of the 
war. In the loss of life among the soldiers there is the ever- 
present circumstance that each one of these thousands of 
Slain, so lightly and carelessly estimated in the dispatches, may 
represent the central unit of a home. The wife, mother and 
children remain behind. They are not gathered into the arms 
of death by some huriling missile, but remain with their 
memory—‘‘the only friend which grief can call its own’’—of 
the happier days before the cruel war when they were pro- 
tected, comforted and fed b ythe hand of the one man whose 
life has been the most precious thing in the little circle which 
represented to them the centre of the world. 

Thousands and hundreds of thousands of these tragedies 
myst remain in the wake of the war. For the suffering and 
anguish entailed in each and every one of them the mad Kaiser 
must be adjudged an in human ghoul.

Live in Alberta. 


‘Stirling, Scotland, Aug. 7—There 
were two live stock farms in Scotland 
that 1 had wished for some time to see, 
Stephen Mitchell's of Boquhan and 
Ernest Kier’s of HarViestoun. The 
former has been breeding Shorthorns 
and Clydesdales, and the latter, Aber- 
deen Angus and Clydes. In the show 
ring their horses have been the keen- 
est rivals. Mr. Mitchell's famous 
mare “Lady Peggy” was champlon of 
Scotland until beaten by “Harviestoun 
Baroness,” the mare bred by Mr, Kier 
aiid sold to Mr. Wm. Ritchie. He sold 
her to Mr. Fairbairn of New York, 
who has twice won the championship 
with her at the International Exhibi- 
tlon at Chicago, Twice Mr. Wiens 
mare “Harviestoun Phyllis" has been 
tied with Mr. Mitchell's “Nannie for 
first place, and. a referee has had to 


be called in- to decide, It was worth 
trayelling some distance to see the 
famous “Lady Peggy" and her two 


year old daughter “Lady Margaret,” a 
filly of extraordinary promise. “Lady 
Peggy” is a mare of wonderful  sub- 
stance, conformation and quality, and 
is a real aristocrat of her race, On 
these farms we found quite a few very 
promising fillies, most of them sired 
by “Apukwa,” who, by the way, bids 
fair to be one of the great Clydesdale 
sires of Scotland, and as he is” hy 
“Hiawatha” out of a “Royal Favorite” 
mother, he will be an outcross from 
“Baron's Pride” blood and of very 
great value to the future of Clydesdale 
breeding. Across the way at the farm 
of James Gray, we saw this “Apukwa.” 
He is a great, strong horse of good 
quality, but a trifle full in the hocks. 
He stands 17 hands 3 in. high without 
being leggy as he has all kinds of sub- 
stance and excellent conformation with 
a short strong back, deep ribs, smooth 
long quarters, carries himself well, and 
goes straight and fairly close, At 
present he is one of the most talked of 
horses in Scotland. 
A Liberal Education. 

At Harviestodn we saw the two fa- 
mous old mares, the mother of “Har- 
yviestoun Baroness” (a “Woodend Gart- 
ley" mare) and “Pyrene,” an unbeaten 
champion in her time, “Harviestoun 
Phyllis” looks very fit and will likely 
be at the Highland Show. A full broth- 
er of the “Baroness,” “Harviestoun 
Viscount” is a very highly prized two 
year old colt of superior quality, and 
could not be bought for money. <A 
yearling filly full sister of the “Bar- 
oness,” is also a youngster of promise. 
Two yearling Royal Favorite fillies 
are being fitted for the show, and they 
should give a reasonably good account 
of themselves, Some twenty-five or 
thirty other Clyde mares, fillies and 
foals were’ on the farm and were 
well worth inspection, “It would take 
too long to tell the story here, and 
these letters have too much “horse” in 
them now, but it is only a visit to 
places like these that one gets a prop- 
per idea of breed type, and also of 
what these farmers have done for the 
improvement of breeds, To a lover of 
good stock, it Is a liberal education 
that it would be impossible for him to 
obtain any other way. To visit these 
farms is also to be all the more im- 
pressed with the importance of live 
stock in successful agriculture, and I 
shall return more enthusiastic than 
ever for the increase and improvement 
of live stock in Alberta. 

Mr. Mitchell has a splendid herd of 
Scotch Shorthorns bred with the 
sume care as his Clydes. “Cup Bea- 
ver," at the head of his herd, is a 
famous animal as a sire of prize win- 
ners. Mr. Kier’s Aberdeen Angus herd 
is a splendid lot of beef cattle and he 
has a few entries for the Royal Show. 

Sunday in Stirling. 

Sunday in Stirling and-attendance at 
a church built In the eleventh century 
came next. They erected buildings 
with some idea as to endurance in 


those days, This structure looks as 
though a few more centuries would 
not produce any noticeable change 


upon it. In this church the pulpit 
used by John Knox in his ministra- 
tions in Stirling is still in use, and 
seems none the worse for its many 
years of occupation, The church is 
®& great bare stone structure, and in 
it you can almost feel the atmosphere 
of the religion of its strenuous earlier 
years 

The first of the week found me 
on my way to the Royal Show at 
Shrewsbury, one of the very quaintest 
of the old English towns. On account 
of the crowd, I went out to Church 
Stretton for the night, and on the 
streets of this quiet old town I met 
Mr. J. J, Duggan of Strathcona, whicn 
was a trifle surprising to both of us. 
{ am not going into a detailed account 
of the Royal Show as every agricul- 
tural paper in Canada will have a re- 
port of It long before this sees print. 
As is generally known, this is an itine- 
rant show moving about England from 
place to place. All the stables and 
buildings are of the ready-made-house 
Variety, and are built in sections and 
fastened together with bolts, the roofs

Special Letter From the Minister of Agriculture for Alberta to the 
Edmonton Capital—Visits Some Noted Clydesdale Breeding 
Establishments—Admires Scottish Scenery, But Prefers to

One of the features of the show is 
the display of agricultural implements 
and machinery. It was the largest 
and most varied I have ever seen at 
any show. ‘The exhibits of live stock 
were not only excellent, but were also 
somewhat varied. There were no less 
than eighteen different breeds of cat- 
tle and twenty-five distinct breeds of 
sheep, The practical use of some of 
these breeds is rather difficult to dé- 
termine, and the number of entries In 
several of them would indicate their 
early extinction, but for variety. In 
breeds to suit the taste of all, Eng- 
land takes first place. 
Dairy Shorthorns. 

The judging at this show is all done 
the first day, which’ makes ft very 
difficult to follow if you are interested 
in more than one breed. On this day, 
the admission is five shillings, the ob- 
ject being to keep the crowd small, as 
this price Hmits it to interested ones 
only, The prize winning animals are 
paraded every other day of the show 
for public inspection. The cattle Judg- 
ing begins two hours earlier than the 
judging of the horses, I, very naturally, 
found my way first to the judging of 
the Dairy Shorthorns, and in that ring 
I found the finest lot of cows I ever 
had the privilege of seeing. It was con- 
stantly remarked around the ring side 
that it was by far the best show ever 
made of them in England, and that 
they were fast gaining popularity. The 
first class of aged cows brought out 
forty entries, and they were a mag- 
nificent lot. The judges had their 
work cut out for them, and it was 
evident In their selection that they 
kept the “dual” purpose in mind. The 
extreme ditiry type did not get inside 
money. The cow placed first was a 
roan cow, “Primrose Gift," owned by 
Lord Lucas, She war a large, squaro 
strong cow with splendid heart, deep 
rib, and great scale, having at the 
same time a perfctly balanced udder 
and excellent milk veins, She was an 
almost perfect type of the double- 
decker, A roan cow owned by Mr. J. 
Ellis Potter, “Miss Foxggarthorpe.” was 
second, Then on down tho line of five 
prizes they placed cows, every one a 
topper, The balance of the entries 
were every one of them good cows, 
The three year old clasy and the two 
year olds were just as good. Thore 
were sixteen entries in the three-year- 
old class, and twenty-four in the two 
year old class in milk. It was the 
most magnificent proof I have ever 
seen of the perfection to which the 
dual purpose cow can be bred. Tha 
show of beef Shorthorns was also an 
excellent one. There were over twenty 
entries In the class for aged bulls, and 
they made a brave show, “Silver Mint 
$rd." a great red bull, owned by Sir 
Herbert Leon, was placed first, and he 
was an easy winner, being a wender- 
fully thick, smooth animal with plenty 
of size and an entire xbsence of coarse- 
ness. It would take too long to re- 
view the different classes, everyone 
of which would take a half column if 
I were to attempt to do) them justice, 

As Shrewsbury is near to Hereford- 
shire, there was naturally an excellent 
show of Hereford cattle, both as to 
numbers and quality, The female 
champion was “Miss Vera,” a two year 
heifer, one of the most perfect types 
of a beef animal that could be seen. 
avery class was well filled and the 
competition keen. The show of Jer- 
seys, Ayrshires and Holsteins was very 
fair, but they could be easily beaten 
in Canadian and American shows. 

The Shire Horse. 

This is the show of the Shire horse, 
and this great cart horse was well 
represented by a large number of well- 
filled classes, The mare classes were 
particularly strong, and “Dunsmore 
Chessie,” the grand champlon mare, is 
a magnificent specimen of the breed. 
She ts a real draft animal of great 
size and weight and of excellent quality 
as well. In the gelding class there 
was a great row of cart horses_lined 
up. The winner was a black horse of 
pure shire breeding that would easily 
weigh 2200 lbs. He was the sort of 
horse that should move a good load; 
he had a splendid top, good, strong 
bone and good feet, but had rather 
much coarse hair about his legs. There 


they were a line up of great heavy 


one and brought out many splendid 


some more really good Shire importa- 
tions for crossing purposes. The show 
of Clydesdales was small, as Is always 
the case at the Royal though some 
really good animals were shown. The 
oldest stallion class is a three years 
old one in which Messrs, A. and W. 
Montgomery won, and “The Birke- 
wood,” James Gray's great yearling 
Apukwa colt, was made champton. 
Wm. Dunlop, of Dunure Mains, won 
both the championship and reserve In 
the mare classes. As England ts the 
home of the Suffolk Punch, there was 
naturally a very large exhibit of these 
attractive horses, and they made a 
very fine show, both as to numbers 
and quality. The pony classes brought 
cut large entries, both In Hackney, 
Welsh and Ssetland ponies, and they 
lacked nothing in either conformation 
or action to delight the heart of the 
most fastidious pony fancier. 
Shropshire Sheep. 

As Shrewsbury is in Shropshire, it 
can be well Imagined that the show 
of Shropshire sheep would be good. 
It was said by old-timers to be the 
best ever exhibited In England. The 
Angus cattle were fairly well represen- 
ted hy some excellent Individuals. 

I left Shrewsbury for London to at- 


terd the Dominion Day dinner. which 
passed off pleasantly and at which I 
met guite a few Canadians. This was | 
the second dinner J had the pleasure | 
of attending in Londen. At the former 
I had the opportunity of making a few 
remarks about western Canada. We 
had the pleasure of meeting Prince 
Alexander of Teck, our next Governor- 
General, at the dinner on Dominion 
day, and he is certainly taking a great 
linterest in all things Canadian, and 
proposes to make a trip west shortly 
after he takes up his residence at Ot- 
tawa. 

I returned to the Royal Show on 
Friday, the day the king was in at- 
tendance, and secured a seat (for the 
sum of ten shillings} in the box ad- 
Joining that of His Majesty. The 
parade of live stock was certainly 4 
great one, and the show of light har- 
ness horses and. jumpers was fully 
up to what one would expect in bng- 
land. 

I warted to see a real Highland 
sheep: ranch, and [I had promised J. 
kK, Campbell, who judged beef cattle 
at Chicago last year, that if I came to 
Scotland IT would sec his place, So f 
left Shrewsbury I"riday evening, and 
on Saturday at £ p.m. I was in Lairg, 
up in the north of Scotland, among the 
hil's and glens of the real highlanders. 
We were given a real hignland wel- 
come by Mr and Mrs. Campbell.

Rights of the Crofter. 

We immediately started off on a 
motor run to Crolch, bome twenty or 
thirty miles along a road that had 
more turns and twists than any orig- 
inal calif path, At Croick, Mrs, Mar- 
shall was interested tn the old Scotch 
church in which her uncle was for 
many years the preacher. (On the way 
we passed the cottages of dozens of 
crofters, and I must say that with the 
changes that have been made in the 
laws regarding the rights of a crofter, 
the latter has come to have rather a 
comfortable home and Hving. Mis op- 
portunities to gratify any ambition he 
or his sons may have are not very 
great, but he has many cornforts that 
some years ago wovld have been 
counted luxuries, 

Mr. Cumpbell has some 14,090 sheep 
and is one of the largest tenants on 
the Duke of Sutherland's estaie, A 
great part of the land is not of any 
value except for sheep pasture and 
one of the features of this country is 
the fact that Jn many cases the shoot- 
ing privileges of the land will rent for 
more than the grazing privileges. 

A visit to Dunrobin Castle, the seat 
of the Duke of Sutherland, was in 
order, and wo had the xvod fortune to 
fall in. with Mr. McAulay, the solicitor 
for the estate, so that we not only had 
the"pleasure of viewing the cnstle and 
grounds, but weré shown through: the 
castle Itself, and incidentally we saw 
the “Romney” picture for which the 
Duke has refused £89,000, There are 
many relics of the House of Suther- 
Jand in thls place, among others the 
tattered old colors that were carried 
at the head of the thin red Ine at 
Alma. The old part of the castle was 
built In 1073, and 4s still in excellent 
state of repair. Since then, {t has 
been greatly enlarged, The grounds 
and gardens are laid out upon a scale 
that is simply magnificent. 

Real Loveliness. 

The country uy both sides of Loch 
Shin, upon which Mr. Campbeli's home 
farm “Shiness” is located, is one sic- 
cession of moors and gicns and hills, 
and i3 as wild and weird as even tho 
heart of a highlander might desire. 
With only the houses of a few crofters, 
an occasional shepherd's cottage, andl 
avery occasional plowman’s cottage, it 
is a country that for loneliness would 
make our prairies seem  extromely 
neighborly, The kilt and the bagpipes 
are common to this part of Scotland, 
and any other dress or musical {nstru- 
ment would seem rather out of place. 

On the way up to Lalrg you pass 
through a great deal of sheep country, 
and on the hills you see hundreds ‘of 
black faces and cheylots grazing. Oc- 
casionally you pass a valley of gocd 
deep soil, and {t once blossoms out into 
half a hundred small holdings with cot- 
tages as plentiful as they are scarce 
on the moors. At Invergordon, we pus- 
sed close to the harbor where exten- 
sive fortifications are at preseent being 
established by the British government 
to guard the entrance from Scotland 
to the German ocean, The heather on

It is a well known fact that in our 
large consuming centres, there is an 
ever-growing trade that will pay a 
decided premium for new-lald eggs of 
uniform quality. The producer or 
farmer located near these centres is 
often able by personal canvass or by 
taking advantage of the local market 
to obtain the price ordinarily paid by 
the consumer, but the farmer living 
at a distance has not this opportunity 
The latter has not usually a sufficient 
quantity of eggs nor 1s his supply con- 
stant enough to warrant him going to 
the trouble and expense of making 
special shipments. 

A co-operative egg circle overcomes 
this difficulty, and obtains for the

Commissioner Goldwater of the 
Health department, is contemplating 
starting another suit of prosecution 
under the sanitary code, as the diet 
is said to injure the meat for human 
consumption.

DRY HOT WEATHER 
CAUSES LOSSES IN 
SASKATCHEWAN CROP 


Saskatoon, Sask. Aug. 8—The un- 
broken persistence of dry, hot windy 
weather has not been favorable to the 
crop. In some sections the result has 
been quite serious. In others things 
still look fairly well; but it Is certain 
that each succeeding day of heat and 
drought cannot but dwindle the yield 
even on the most carefully handled 
land. Estimates as to probable -yield 
per acre over the province differ 
widely, and at this stage cannot be at 
all reliable. However, of this there can 
be no doubt—the crop has fallen far 
short of Its earlier promise, and over 
a considerable portion of the whole 


country is either an absolute failure} 


or unprofitably small. With the larger 
remainder the yield will be fair only, 
and the farmer lives in hope that 
higher prices may equalize matters. 
Here and there. the binders are al- 
ready in the field, and by about 10th 
August cutting should be in full 
swing. This is much earlier than us- 
ual, As a rule, it is about 2ist August

Feeding Cows for Records 


How to Fit a Cow so as to Make the Most of Her Milk Pro- 
ducing Capacity—Variety of Succulent Feed Essential, 
With Special Care and Attention.

| Very important as far as the rapid 
srowth of the young lamb is concern- 


ed. If the pasture {s good it may not 
be necessary to feed grain to the sheep, 
but those who have a few good ewes 
and ore anxious that the lambs make 
rapid growth before weaning time, gen- 
jally feed a small quantity of grain. It 
Keeps the mothers in better condition, 
and prolongs the milk flow. This Is 
particularly desirable where the breed- 
er 1s preparing to sell pens for breed- 
ing purposes and where he wishes to 
have them well grown and thrifty. This

perhaps the best known roughage 
for sheep fattening, This with a com- 
bination of crushed oats and barley 
will make an excellent ration. The

ley, about half and half to begin with, 
gradually changing to about one-quar- 
ter to one-third oats and the balance 
barley, toward the end of the fatten- 
ing period.

weeks previous she should be fed on 
cooling, laxative food, sucn as roots, 
bran, ollcake, and alfalfa hay, green 
feed and ensilage. These cooling feeds 
are preventatives against milk fever 
and garget. When she has regained 
her normal condition after freshening, 
start to increase her feed gradually, 
until on a full ration, which should 
show a nutritive ratio of about one to 
four, care being taken not to over feed 
her at the outset, which of course, 
would be fatal to the test, 

In order to make a large record a 
cow must consume a lot of food and 
to do this she must have a good ap- 
petite Her appetite will depend to a 
Sreat extent uppn the palatability, suc- 
culence and variety of her feed. Con- 
stant care must be exercised to sea 
that she consumes all she can possibly 
digest and assimilate, without over 
feeding. 

In conclusion, let us consider a few 
safe rules: 

Always place the food before the cow 
in an appetizing manner, and see that 
her manager is kept sweet and clean. 

Weigh every ounce of grain and 
roots fed, that you may know exactly 
what you are doing. 

Start milking and feeding regularly 
to the minute. Always keep the cow 
looking for her feed. 

Brush the cow after each milking, 
and between milkings do not molest 
her; keep her as quiet. as possible. 

For exact feeds and quantities to be 
fed no hard and fast rules can bo 
laid down, as it is impossible to find 
two cows just alike, and this is where 
the work of the experienced dairyman 
will count in studying the individuality 
of his animal
